DETAILED ACTION 



Claims 1-65 are pending in this application. 



Election/Restrictions 



Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 1 3.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-22, drawn to a method for screening for the activity of one or more 
agents on a nematode. 

Group II, claim(s) 23-42, drawn to a device for screening for the activity of one or more 
agents on a nematode. 

Group III, claim(s) 43-65, drawn to a kit for screening for the activity of one or more 
agents on a nematode. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The technical 
feature of Group I, a method comprising providing a multi-well microtiter plate, each of a 
plurality of the wells containing one or more nematodes, contacting the nematodes with 
one or more test agents, contacting the nematodes with a detectable label which 
indiates the viability of the nematodes and detecting the detectable label to ascertain 
the viability of the nematodes wherein an increase of decrease in the nematodes 
viability indicates the nematodes are susceptible to the activity of the test agent or that 
the test agent is active on the nematodes is not found to be "special" over the prior art. 
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Candido et al. (US 5,877,398) teaches a method wherein a multiwell plate containing 
nematodes is contacted with cadmium chloride, contacted with the substrate ONPG, 
detecting the amount of yellow ortho-nitrophenol formed when p-galactosidase cleaves 
ONPG, and ascertaining the viability of the nematodes wherein the lethal concentration 
of Cadmium Chloride which kills 50% (LC50) of the nematodes over a time period is 
determined (Column 5, Lines 20-45 and Column 3, Lines 51-56 and Fig. 7). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must

encompassing the elected invention.
